The New England Numismatic Association is pleased to have reowned 
Boston architect, James Ford Clapp, Jr. design the reverse of the 43rd 
Annual NENA Conference Medal. The dollar-size medal, struck in bronze, 
silver and gold-plate, commemorates both the Bicentennial of the United 
States Constitution and also depicts the U.S.S. Constitution berthed in 
Boston. This handsomely forged medal has been struck by V.H. 

Blackinton & Co., Inc. of Attleboro Falls, Massachusetts. Mr. Clapp, who 
presently holds the position of Director at Large on the NENA Board of 
Directors, has designed medals in 1952, 1957, 1964, 1966, 1969, 1975, 
1979 and 1983.
